One well-known top level American diplomat in Paris told 
he writer: 
"The Trench would fight stubbornly and courageously if 
hey were well-equipped and bad some hope of standing off the 
nvader. A roldier will die to save his country, but if be thinks 
us country cannot be saved, he is not likely to put up much of a 
ight." 
I ’mini Carlo Sforza, Italian Foreign Minister, told this cor­ 
espondent in Rome that steps must be taken to check a neutrality 
rend among the people. 
" There is," he said, "No place in Europe today for neutral­ 


ly " 
Mayor Trnst Reuter of West Berlin expressed the same view 
o the writer. 
"We must get this idea of neutrality out of the minds of the 
people," Reuter said. "It must be made clear to the people that 
nyone who is neutral will be overcome: that it is not possible 
for any man who loves freedom and wishes to live as rn human 
being to think of remaining neutral against Soviet aggression." 
West German Tederal Chancellor Konrad Adenauer also 
warned that the people of Western Germany are unlikely to offer 
any resistance to a Soviet attack unless they are given assurances 
that the western powers are willing to do something concrete 
about their security. 
"It is not enough to tell the German people that the pres­ 
enter «>i a frw American soldiers on German soil means security," 
Adenauer added. " The western powers should give the German 
lieople a more definite and clear statement of intentions in respect 
to the security of western Germany." 
In advocating establishment of a psychological defense 
branch of the Atlantic Pact, some western European defense 
chiefs said they felt such an organization could serve the follow­ 
ing purposes:
